A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year priorto the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 -4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Semel et 
al. 

Semel et al. disclose a lubricant formed of a mixture of lubricants comprising: 

selecting at least two lubricants from a group of lubricants including those recited 
in pending claim 2. 

The intended use of the lubricant does not breath life into the claim. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 3 and 4 are provide method limitations which do not further limit the claims.
